That one night turned out to be very 
important because the next morning 
Turkey bombed the Greek protected 
island of Cypress. Every male of fight¬ 
ing age was called to service and 
everything including the airport was 
closed. For five days the Diehls re¬ 
mained in Athens before catching the 
first transport out of the country: a 
train to Belgrade, Yugoslavia. Then 
on to home they went and finally to 
Kenya.
